Anniversary of the Australian Orchid

was on my way to the World Orchid Conference in Miami in January 

2008, and took the opportunity to visit friends Rosario de Almeida 
Braga and Tim Moulton in Rio de Janeiro. It was my first visit to Brazil, 
and Rosario and Tim had organised an orchid trip through part of the 
Mata Atlantica — the Atlantic rainforest in the mountains near Rio.

When in Rio one must visit 
Copacabana Beach, and so we did, but 
not for the beach-watching! We were on 
the lookout for orchids, and I was most 
intrigued to see Cattleya forbesti and large 
plants of Brassavola tuberculata growing 
in fullsun on the black rocks overlooking 
the beach, where summer surface 
temperatures must have been 
murderously hot. The invasive weed 
orchid Oeceoclades maculata from Africa 
was also growing in the forest near the 
beach. 

After the Rio sightseeing we headed 
north to the forest, where our first stop 
was a private reserve at Guappi Assu. 
Almost all of the lowland forest along 
the Atlantic coast has been cleared, and 
this reserve protects one of the largest 
remaining patches. With visions of the 
rich, tropical Brazilian orchids clouding 
my mind, we trekked off into the forest. 
However, the first orchids we found 
were the strange, leafless epiparasitic 
terrestrial orchids Pogoniopsis species and 
Wullschlaegelia species. The’ flowers of 
Wullschlaegelia are probably _ self- 
pollinating, as they don’t seem to open 
at all. Soon, however, we started seeing 
“real” orchids. There were a few plants 
of Cattleya harrisoniana deep in the 
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reserve, but growing quite high up in 
the forest canopy. This lovely orchid has 
been very heavily collected and is now 
quite rare in the region. Other orchids in 
flower in the lowland forest included 


Aspasia lunata, Maxillaria braziliensis, 
Pleurothallis colorata, Pleurothallis lineolata 
and Promenaea stapelioides. We did a 
strenuous trek up to the elfin forest on 
an exposed peak at 1,000 m altitude, the 
highest point in the reserve, and an area 
little explored for its orchids. This was 
like orchid heaven — there were masses 
of orchids on the ground and in the 
dwarfed trees on the windswept peak, 
although very few were in flower. One 
orchid that was in flower was an 
un-named Bulbophyllum species related 
to Bulbophyllum purpureum. 

After leaving Guappi Assu, we 
travelled to the highlands of the Organ 
Mountains and stayed at the private 
reserve of David and Izabel Miller at 
Macdée de Cima. This area is rich in 
orchids and has been studied extensively 
by David and Richard Warren, as 
reported in their book Orchids of the High 
Mountain Atlantic Rainforest in Southeastern 
Brazil. We started our search for orchids 
in the forest in the valley at Macde de 
Cima. As well as orchids, the forest was

surprisingly rich in other flowering 
plants, including wild fuschias and some 
of the most vibrant bromeliads I have 
seen in the wild. The first species we 
encountered were Stelis aprica and 
Pleurothallis arcuata. There were some 
very large masses of Barbosella gardneri 
covering up to several metres of branches 
at a time. Phymatidium tillandsoides looks 
like a small green tillandsia and could 
easily be mistaken for one when not in 
flower. Rodrigueziopsis microphyta has 
long rhizomes between the pseudobulbs, 
and an ascending, scrambling habit. The 
strange Zootrophion schenkii has flowers 
that are almost totally closed, with only 
a little opening on each side of the flower 
to allow pollinator access. 


About half way up the forested slopes, 
on a dry exposed ridge, we found 
Oncidium blanchetii, a terrestrial orchid 
that often grows under quite thick scrub, 
with the flower stems winding up 
through the shrubs 2 m or more in 
height. Around the O. blanchetii, the 
ground was carpeted with Pleurothallis 
limiae with its tiny red flowers, while 
Sophronitis brevipedunculata (not in 
flower, unfortunately) was growing on 
the trees above. Laelia cinnabarina was 


growing on exposed rocks on the ridge, 
but the flowers were well finished. 

The montane forest and mountain 
tops are the riches orchid areas at Macde 
de Cima. The cool mountain forests are 
home to many Stelis and Pleurothallis

species, including Pleurothallis macropoda, 
Pleurothallis ramosa and Pleurothallis 
rubens, an especially attractive species 
with its long erect spikes of yellow starry 
flowers. Epidendrum denticulatum was a 
common orchid in the reserve, and 
came in three colours — purple, orange 
and yellow. Other Epidendrum seen in 
flower included Epidendrum chlorinum, 
Epidendrum janeiranse and Epidendrum 
parahybunense. Showy species included a 
single plant of Encyclia inversa seen in 
bloom, the beautiful Maxillaria ochroleuca 
with its narrow curved pale yellow 
flowers, and Scuticaria hadwenii with its 
terete leaves and spidery white and 
yellow banded flowers.

It was a real thrill for me to see orchids 
representing genera J hadn’t seen in the 
wild before, such as Bifrenaria, Gomesa 
and Zygopetalum. Bifrenaria  vitellina 
(formerly Stenocoryne vitellina) was a 
very common orchid, growing both on 
the ground and in trees, and several 
plants of Bifrenaria tetragona were in 
flower on the ground. Three Gomesa 
species were in flower: Gomesa crispa, 
Gomesa laxiflora and G. recurva, with one 
huge plant of Gomesa laxiflora growing 
on the ground being several square 
metres in area. Oncidium hookeri was in 
flower, while Oncidium forbesti was just 
coming into flower, most plants still in 
bud. Two charming little orchids were 
Phymatidium delicatulum and Zygostates 
multiflora, with their dainty white and 
green flowers. One orchid I was very 
excited to see growing in the wild was 
Sophronitis coccinea (although not in 
flower), which I grow in Melbourne.

Several Zygopetalum species were common in the reserve, 
some in bud but none in flower then. However, it was 
interesting to see the strange growth habit of Zygopetalum 
maxillare, which only grows on tree-ferns. Plants have an 
ascending rhizome on the fern trunk, then a clumping 
habit in the crown of the fern, where they flower. The 
undoubted highlight was a large plant of Rodrigueziella 
gomezoides that had dozens of attractive yellow and white 
flowers. 

David and Izabel’s hospitality is legendary, and in the 
late afternoon, usually just as the torrential summer rains 
came cascading down, we would gather back at their 
house to review the day’s orchiding. Out talks went on 
over great dinners and long into the evening, with plenty 
of wine fuelling tall tales of orchids from around the globe. 
This was my first visit to Brazil, but it won’t be my last. My 
thanks to Rosario and Tim for being superb hosts and 
organising a great trip, and Nicholas and Raquel Locke at 
Guappi Assu and David and Izabel for their hospitality. &

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he title is important: ‘Masdevallia 
Culture in Australia’. Most of what 
you read about Masdevallias comes 
from the U.S.A., England, or even New 
Zealand. Much of what is said is 
applicable but some isn’t. In this article I 
will use my experience in rural Victoria 
and it may not be applicable to you. 
Australia has so many climates and vast 
areas are not Masdevallia territory, unless 
you try very, very hard. We heard of 
people growing Masdevallias successfully 
in Coober Pedy! Orchid growers are 
often contrary people who like to prove 
a point. We visited a grower in Burnie, 
Tasmania cultivating Masdevallias and 
other orchids in a rockery, planted out, 
not in pots, and well established, 
thriving, and looking

Misters on, creating “cloud forest” 
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convince the conservative growers that 
it worked, but work it does. 

Essentially there are three groups of 
Masdevallias; the true cool-cold growers; 
the intermediate growers and the warm 
growers. Most of the plants we grow are 
in the second category of intermediate 
culture. Also at Mt Beenak we grow 
predominantly hybrids which are, in 
most cases, somewhat more robust than 
species. Some species in the intermediate 
section such as Masdevallia caudata, M. 
decumana and M. datura, to mention but 
a few showy well known ones, are very 
touchy to grow. Other species like M. 
infracta, M. rolfeana, M. maculata and M. 
davisit also intermediate but much more 
robust and tolerant of conditions that 
are beyond their natural parameters. If I 
were to Say you must maintain 


temperatures between a minimum of 
10°C and a maximum of 13°C in winter 
and a min. 13°C to a max. 20°C in 
summer you would probably be put off, 
but technically that constitutes the 
intermediate range. Let me say right 
away our nursery only has two growing 
areas and neither meets those criteria. 
We grow some of the cool category with 
varying success, a lot of the intermediate 
group and almost none in the warm 
group. 

Temperature is not the be all and end 
all when considering what you grow. 
Regular potting and keeping the plant in 
vigorous growth is much more 


important. Over potting, leads to more 
casualties than almost anything else. 
Some of the more delicate finer rooted 
species may only grow well ona raft or slab.

Mt Beenak Orchids is situated in the 
hills about 60 km North East of 
Melbourne. Winters are cold and damp, 
light is ata premium as the forest is close 
by. Summers can be hot. In 2009 we had 
4 days in a row over 45°C. The nights 
however generally cool down. Humidity 
is often better than in the suburbs but 
varies a lot. We heat a little in winter 
keeping our ‘warm’ area at 8°C more 
often 10°C. The cool area is a plastic 
igloo with no heat and has been sub zero 
on occasions. This area has misting for 
summer cooling. The plastic is removed 
for summer and replaced with 70% 
black shade and over that 30% white 
shade cloth which better reflects the 
heat. Temperatures for short times 
exceed 40°C and have been 49°C with 
nothing more than some leaf tip burn. 


Humidity was maintained at 70% or 
more with misting during the hottest 
time at 10 minute intervals. This misting 
is almost all allowed to evaporate; the 
plants receive little actual water on the 
leaves. During the intense heat leaves 
were sprayed manually to reduce leaf 
temperature. This is important because 
people seem reluctant to spray water on 
their plants during hot weather. If you 
don’t reduce leaf temperature, the leaves 
and ultimately the plants will suffer. 
This is a leaf ‘spray’ not watering as 
such. We don’t want plants to become 
saturated and with high humidity they 
should not be drying out very quickly. 
Air movement must be sufficient at all 
times. When it’s hot and with low 
natural humidity as you commonly get 
in a Victorian summer, improving 


humidity is vital. This is the critical factor 
in getting Masdevallias through summer. 
Heat alone is not the problem, dry hot 
air is. 

In the winter the opposite is true. 
Cold damp conditions start fungal and 
bacterial infections that cause leaves to 
spot, drop or die back. Light must be 
bright, air must be constant, watering 
well controlled to avoid over watering. 
Of the many things people do wrong 
growing Masdeyvallias; the most common 
is too much shading in winter. Due to 
the fact that we shade them relatively 
heavily in summer it is often carried 
over to winter. Plants remain on low 
benches, even under benches. To get 
good growth and lots of flowers they 
must have almost full winter sun. Not 
clear glass but unshaded translucent

plastic is fine. So keep them high and 
you will get flowers. If you can keep 
some warmth so much the better 10°C 
is a nice temperature. If you grow cold 
than be very careful how you water. 
Keep the leaves as dry as possible. Never 
have wet leaves overnight, if your 
temperatures drop to 8°C or less, keep 
the air moving with fans and good 
ventilation. Keeping your plants well 
spaced is important for the good culture 
of Masdevallias. We use open mesh 
benches but our floor is deep scoria kept 
wet, so there is plenty of rising humidity. 
In winter we lift as many as possible on 
to a raised vertical mesh rack. This can 
be used all year round if you are careful. 
The increase in temperature on the 
higher point of the rack may well be too 
much. Again misters will improve the 
conditions immeasurably. 

Potting on a regular basis will keep 
your plants healthy, vigorous and strong. 
A plant with poor roots will not survive 
the cold or the heat. Pot in spring, before 
the days heat up too much. Another 
good time is autumn once again as soon 
as the heat has moderated. Choose well 
drained pots. I mostly use deep skinny 
pots. I find the roots grow longer and 
they dry out more evenly than the squat 
pots. The larger style plants can tolerate 
a little over potting. Potting material is 
still a matter of conjecture. Fresh 
Sphagnum moss, if you can get it, really 
works. It must be fresh. Old dead moss 
doesn’t do the job. Good quality 4-6mm 
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or 


Firm down medium 


pine bark works well too. Wash it, sieve 
it and mix in about 20% medium perlite, 
also washed. At the nursery we use 
medium grade 6-9mm coir fibre. Over 
the past years we have become more 
and more satisfied with coir as we better 
understand how to use it. As with all 
mediums the fertiliser you use must 
complement the material. Coir fibre is 
generally overly rich in potassium and 
sometimes sodium. We prepare it by 
soaking overnight, then re-soaking in 
fresh water to which we add 100 grams 
ferrous sulphate and 100 gram 
magnesium sulphate per 60 litre block, 
again overnight. Drain until fairly dry, 
usually again overnight. Now it’s ready 
to use. We currently use it with no 
additives such as perlite, plastic or gravel. 
Straight coir on its own is great. But the 
way you use it is important. Do not use 
lime as an additive to coir fibre when it 
comes to Masdevallias and 
Odontoglossums. They do not like it. If 
you feel calcium levels are low, as they 
may be, when using coir fibre, we 
suggest chelated calcium oran occasional 
feed with calcium nitrate to compensate. 

When potting Masdevallias, and a lot 
of other fine rooted epiphytes for that 
matter, be careful not to over pot. 
Smaller is better. If your Masdevallia 
needs dividing do it by all means, they 
respond well to potting and dividing but 
try not to be greedy. Better to keep the 
divisions a decent size. As a general 
guide, the medium size leaf growth

types, i.e. leaves 80mm-150mm tall, 
should not be broken into less than ten 
leaves when divided. Make sure you 
remove all dead leaves, yellow leaves 
etc. All the dead ‘stubble’ together with 
the decayed roots usually attached to 
these old leaf stems must come out. A 
10-12 leaf divisions with nice clean roots 
should need a 70mm pot, maybe only 
60mm if the roots are poor. If the plant 
has lost all its roots I suggest it be 
resurrected in fresh Sphagnum moss 
before potting in coir fibre once re 
established. The potting procedure is 
important. You must not bury the base 
of the plant, so as you fill the pot keep it 
high enough. With the pot 1/3 full firm 
the coir and check the plant is correctly 
positioned. Add some more until % full, 
firm again. With coir it is vital to firm the 
potting material well. Now add the 
‘orchid Osmocote’ (see below); in a 
60-70mm pot about 12-15 grains, in 
effect what you pick up between thumb 
and forefingers. Now top up and firm 
thoroughly. It may seem counter 
intuitive but packing tight means less 
water absorption as the air filled porosity 
is reduced. You will find the plants water 
well and dry out evenly over several 
days, which is ideal. Firm potting also 
assures longer life of the material. When 
you can’t, or don’t want to pot annually 
the mix should be viable for another 12 
months. Coir doesn’t usually have the 
five year life so often touted. Give a final 
check to see the plant is not potted too 
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Water, ready to return to collection 


deep, put the label back, or write a new 
one for the division, then water in. It is 
not necessary to saturate, or pour water 
through the pot, just enough to dampen 
the coir. You shouldn’t need to water 
again for a week. When you do, add a 
little seaweed to the water. While the 
plant is establishing new roots some 
plant stimulant such as seaweed will 
greatly assist this process. Later on as 
the plant progresses and feeds off the 
Osmocote, seaweed as a six weekly folia

spray and into the pot will give many 
benefits. (We use and recommend Eco- 
Cweed which is a powdered seaweed 
concentrate.) 

Regarding ‘orchid Osmocote’. Be 
careful when choosing slow release 
fertiliser. Scotts Osmocote Exact in the 
High K formulation 8 — 9 month release 
rate is 100% safe in all conditions. Many 
of the faster release rates will be 
unsuitable. We have tested this particular 
Osmocote for many years and have 
never had a problem; N.P.K. 9-5-15 with 
added Mg plus trace elements. 

Problems associated with coir can be 
ferns and liverwort establishing in the 
pots. Both should be removed before 
becoming invasive. Sometimes a white 
mould invades the mix. This is usually 
due to low fertiliser level and_ this 
shouldn’toccur, using ‘orchid Osmocote’. 
If it does happen repot with fresh mix 
and start again. Finally one of my top 
recommendations for better culture is to 
place your freshly potted plant into an 
empty slightly larger pot. So a 60mm pot 
sits in a 70mm pot, 70mm sits in 80mm 
etc. It will hold the plant stable, prevent 
the inner pot getting hot, keep the 
moisture level more even and you have 
next year’s pot close and handy. This is a 
win, win situation. 

We have also seen very good results 
with community plantings of 
Masdevallias. We use a cottage garden 
window box with water tray. Take 3 
divisions of 10-12 leaves, from plants

that usually flower at the same period. 
Fill the box to approx. 2 full with coir 
fibre. Add 1 teaspoon of ‘orchid 
Osmocote’. Hold the plants to correct 
height and evenly spaced then pack in 
coir until *% full. Top with fresh 
Sphagnum moss (see photo). An 
alternative to double potting is to plunge 
the pots into Sphagnum moss. You can 
use the cottage garden boxes or 
polystyrene boxes, or hanging baskets. 
Make sure you can see the pot surface to 
monitor watering. Keeping plants 
together this way makes them easy to 
move if necessary. Don’t forget if it gets 
‘over the top hot’ as in summer 2009, 
you can bring them indoors to a nice 
cool spot. 

Masdevallias can be grown quite 
successfully indoors if you have the right 
spot and you are vigilant in regard to 
humidity. Light must be sufficient but 
not direct. Bathrooms and kitchens are 
often a good choice. Some outdoor time 
on a regular basis will be essential to 
long term success. As always when your 
plants are in flower bring them inside 
the show off, whether they live inside or 
outside in the shade area. Orchids are 
for showing off so make sure you do. 

F.A.Q: How often do I have to water? 
Impossible to answer, initially, in spring 
weather, freshly potted plants, about 
once a week. Conversely a _ well 
established plant full of roots and in a 
small pot, during hot weather, maybe. 
every day. Plants should always be

allowed to dry off between watering, to 
a_degree. But not bone dry. Once 
established in coir in the correct size pot, 
the roots will absorb water and help 
drain the mix, thus preventing over 
watering even if you are a bit heavy 
handed. 

Now we have potting, watering and 
feeding under control. Your growing 
area is set up with misters, the air 
movement is sufficient, the shading is 
correct for the time of the year so the 
plants are really jumping. Now there 
will be ‘things’ trying to suck, eat, nibble 
or infect your plants. Most annoying 
and dangerous are aphids. They move in 
fast, are hard to detect initially and 
damage both growth and flowers. Most 
of the disfigured leaves seen on 
Masdevallias are caused by the damage 
done to young leaves by aphids. The 
flower buds can be damaged as well and 
never look good once chewed on. 
Luckily aphids are easily killed with Eco- 
Oil which doesn’t damage the buds so 
can be sprayed over the whole plant. It 
must be sprayed every 28 days coating 
all leaf surfaces. It will control scale, 
mealy bug and red spider mite, all likely 
to infect your collection at some time or 
other. As it works by smothering the 
eggs as well as smaller insects it doesn’t 
lose its efficiency through insects 
becoming immune. Altogether this is an 
excellent product that is totally safe and 
damages neither plants nor grower. You 
may occasionally get re-infection of 
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Not much active root action 


aphids in less than 28 days which will 
mean an extra top up spray, but that’s 
not common. As the oil breaks down to 
natural nitrogen readily absorbed 
through the plant leaves you will not 
only be getting full insect control but an 
organic feed as well. 

Slugs and snails enjoy a Masdevallia as 
much as they enjoy anything else green 
and tasty. They are a constant menace. 
My personal method of control is to 
grind up Baysol Blue slug pellets to a 
fine powder. An ‘old’ coffee grinder is 
perfect for the job. Then using thin 
rubber gloves and a mask scatter it 
lightly over the plants and benches. It 
gets everywhere; if you don’t water for 
a few days it will be very effective and 
gets even the littlest slug or garlic snail. 
Because it is so fine animals can’t eat it. 
After a few days, wash it all away. Job done. 

Fungal and bacterial problems are 
common at certain times of the year. 
Although caused by lack ofairmovement 
it can be a problem even in the best 
collections. Keeping the dead leaves 
removedalso helpsalotand Masdevallias 
do drop leaves throughout the year. 
Constant prevention is better than trying 
to fix the problem once its taken hold. 
Once again we use one of the Eco 
products in this case Eco-Rose. This safe 
to use product should be mixed with 
your Eco-Oil for 28 day periodic 
spraying. If an outbreak still gets away 
use Eco-Rose full strength at 10 day 
intervals. Three sprays should fix it. Of

the other fungicide Mancozeb is 
relatively safe and effective. It leaves the 
plants looking somewhat messy from 
the spray residue but it works. 

All the recommendations are based 
on how we cultivate plants in our 
nursery. What we do and how we do it 
changes with new products, knowledge 
gained by experience and _ small 
refinements. The basics remain the same 
but re-writing this article next year Iam 
sure would see some differences. 
Nothing compares with experience and 
your experience of your growing area is 
the most important. No amount of 
advice from me or anybody else will be 
as valuable as the observations you 
make, of your plants, in your place. 
When I began my orchid career at 
Sanders Orchids in U.K. in 1963 as an 
apprentice grower, David Sander asked 
me to spend halfan hourat the beginning 
of each day ‘just looking’. Walk round 
and take time just to observe. See what's 
going on, deal with the problems before 
they get out of hand and most of all look 
at the flowers. Good advice or what? &

It is a flower I would love to have in my 
collection.

Atthis show Ihad the best intermediate 
seedling with the hybrid Cym. (Mem 
Andy Warhol x Beau Guest) ‘Fruit 
Drop’. Again this plant has not reached 
its full potential for it was shown with 
one spike having only eight flowers. The 
wonderful feature of the flower was its 
very full, round and interesting marked 
labellum. The yellow flower had a 
slightly darker yellow labellum with 
some red blotches unusually placed and 
not the same from flower to flower.

The red, small standard seedling of 
Cym. (James Toya x Satsuma) exhibited 
by Len Woodland was up against some 
very good competition from the open 
division section. The cross has been 
registered as Cym. Darch Satsuma. It will 
be interesting to see if the plant improves 
as it matures. 

Because I love my novelty type 
cymbidiums I had to include some in 
this article. John Oliver flowered his 
plant of Cym. Terry Kamikawa to a high 
standard. He got first place in the peloric 
cymbidium class. The cut flower was 
taken to the National Show where he 
was granted best Novelty Cut Stem.

This plant also was the recipient of the 
Champion Seedling for the Show and its 
quality resulted in it being awarded an 
Award of Merit. A well deserved win for 
two of the clubs favourite members. 
Champion Standard and Champion 
Small Standard were both won by Dr. 
Geoff LeMarne and the Champion 
Intermediate was one by George Serhan 
with Cym. (Khan Flame x Ruby Eyes). 
Now we are really entering into the 
heart of the flowering season and we are 
all geared up for the 2009 National 
Orchid Extravaganza held in Dural 
N.S.W. This show held in August 2009, 
was the best to date that the Cymbidium 
Club of Australia has presented to the 
public. As always there were those 
special plants that the members proudly 
showed for the first time and they were 
magnificent. The large hall was packed 
with quality cymbidiums in full bloom, 
with many attendees stating this was the 
best such orchid show that they had seen. 


The Grand Champion of the Show 
was a brilliantly shown plant of Cym. 
Lunar Blaze presented by the club 
President Dr. Geoff LeMarne. This 
magnificent plant was shown to its best 
with a strong raceme that displayed the 
perfectly formed flowers to their ultimate 
best. No one, who saw the plant,

winner. This plant was also grown to 
perfection and George was only pipped 
at the post. A beautiful soft pink 
intermediate Cymbidium, which was 
grown and presented to its best. This 
plant will surely go on to be a quality 
plant on the showbench for many many 
years. AOR Editor David Banks (as one 
of the presiding invited judges) 
commented that ‘Jacinta’ is the best of 
that style of Intermediate Cymbidium 
hybrid that he has seen. 

After taking out the Grand Champion 
and the Champion Miniature of the 
previous week’s show at Swane’s 
Carlingford, Norm and Val Shipway 
again claimed the place of Champion 
Miniature and Champion Seedling with 
Cym. Jess Khan ‘Valerie’. This plant was 
well presented by the owners, showing 
off the flowers to their best, which 
clearly left the foliage and all the flowers 
were fully opened on long erect stems. 
This pink/red with deep red spotted lip 
and a yellow throat on the labellum will 
be another great show bench classic. 
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After a great weekend at the show, 
which saw more than 1500 people 
through the doors and all the vendors 
very happy after selling most, if not all, 
of their plants that they brought, it was 
time to clear the hall and re-book it for 
2010. Again it will be an event not to be 
missed, so book your accommodation 
early. 

With winter now officially over the 
Spring Show was at the September club 
meeting and was again surprising. The 
standard of flowers was brilliant for that 
time of the year. The Grand Champion 
for the evening was Cym. Kimberley 
Khan ‘Kentlyn’ which was proudly 
shown by Bryan Janes.

(Highly Commended Certificate). The 
seedling of the month was won by Nat 
Gicciari with a very well grown plant of 
cym.

hen one has limited space, in 

which to grow their plants, we 
have to keep our eyes open for species 
that do not take up too much space. The 
subject for this article is one of those 
orchids. 

Microsaccus wenzelii is a monopodial 
species that is endemic to the islands of 
the Philippines, where it grows as an 
epiphyte, usually amongst mosses on 
the undersides of branches. 

The plant can reach lengths of 10 cm 
but it is only 3 cm across the leaves. The 
foliage of this species curves gracefully, 
and is very thick and succulent. In cross- 
section it is “V”-shaped and about 4 mm 
wide. 


The flowers appear from the stem of 
the plant, at the base of the leaf. Usually 
only one floweris borne, but occasionally 
there will be two. The blooms are pure 
white, fragrant, about 6 mm in diameter, 
and long-lasting. 

I have only ever had the one plant of 
this species, and it is still growing happily 
ona small slab of cork in my glass house. 
The base of the plant is covered with live 
sphagnum moss which is not allowed to 
dry out. 

The glass house is kept at a winter 
minimum of 12 degrees Celsius, and it is 
covered with 80% shade cloth. An 
electric fan keeps the air circulating 
constantly and I try to maintain the 
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humidity at about 70%. Plants are 
regularly fertilised with both organic 
and inorganic fertilisers. 

This delightful miniature is an easy 
plant to cultivate. The problem might be 
in actually acquiring a plant to grow in 
the first place. If there are any other 
plants out there I would be quite happy 
to swap pollen so that we can get this 
species into flask. |

Some Summer Flowering 


often hear orchid growers lament that 
| ee is not a great variety of orchids 
that bloom during the hottest time of 
the year. It’s often hard to promote such 
plants either, as during the Christmas — 
New Year break there are few orchid 
meetings or shows. However a small 
targeted collection of species and hybrid 
Lycastes can add interest to the collection 
during the festive season. 

The genus Lycaste consists of about 30 
recognised species. They are deciduous, 
sympodial orchids that are native to 
coastal and mountainous regions from 
Mexico to Brazil. They are cool to warm 
growing epiphytes or terrestrials with fat 
pseudobulbs and large, thin - plicate 
leaves. Many of the Central American

species (particularly the yellow-flowered 
group, which also have highly fragrant 
blooms) often leave sharp spines after 
the previous seasons leaves have fallen. 
This is probably a defence mechanism to 
avoid being eaten! The sepals open fully 
in most species, with the petals pushed 
forward, often adjacent to the labellum. 
The flowers are produced solitary, on 
erect stalks from the base of the 
pseudobulb in late spring and summer, 
coinciding with new growth. In some 
species, they are produced in generous 
numbers. 

There have been numerous hybrids 
made within this genus, mostly based on 
the magnificent deep pink to white 
flowered L. skinneri, which prefers cooler 
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temperatures. Anguloa (the “tulip 
orchids”) and the recently installed 
genus Ida are the closest relatives to 
Lycaste. 

These notes however mostly target 
the species within the Section Dectduosae 
and some of their novelty hybrids. These 
broadly include most of the yellow- 
flowered species that generally also 
produce the nastiest spines on the older 
defoliated pseudobulbs. 

We grow our plants in a shadehouse 
in western Sydney, with these orchids 
taking temperature extremes from the 
frost level (and sometimes briefly below) 
in winter to extreme summer 
temperatures in the mid to high forties. 
When coupled with very low humidity, 
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Lycaste deppeiis an 

easily grown species from 
Mexico to Nicaragua.

the thin leaves will and do burn (purely 
from the heat), but unless subjected to 
many consecutive days of such 
conditions the plant will be only slightly 
disfigured without being detrimental to 
the plants performance. As a rule, these 
orchids prefer as much light as you can 
give them without them getting 
sunburnt. Similar light to cymbidiums, 
cattleyas and native dendrobiums is 
often ideal. 

They are best grown in pots, as their 
roots should not dry out during the 
growing season. If they do, you will end 
up with stunted and significantly smaller 
pseudobulbs. I have not seen anyone 
successfully grow these as mounted 
plants for the same reason. Lycastes are 
heavy feeders when in active growth, 
and require copious watering. I have 
also been using a unique 2.4 litre pot 
produced (in green or black) by Reko

It was 
designed for use as hanging pots, and I 
have used then with great success with 
my Nepenthes pitcher plants. I have 
trialled a number of these Lycaste hybrids 
in these and have been very pleased 
with the results. I believe these pots are 
now available through Garden City 
Plastics. 

Once the new growths show 
(generally the same time the flower 
stems start to appear) they grow very 
quickly and given ideal conditions will 
produce large leaves followed by large

plump pseudobulbs. I generally water 
twice a week during the warmer months, 
reducing this to about once every three 
weeks during the winter dormancy. 
After flowering, the plants can be 
grown with a bit more shade, as the 
older pseudobulbs invariable shrivel a 
bit after prolific blooming — it takes a lot 


out of the plant! Keep the humidity 
high, whilst also allowing the plant 
copious air circulation. 

Younger plants may be potted on in 
the spring, whereas adult plants are best

divided (when necessary) immediately 
after flowering. I say “when necessary” 
as these orchids are ideal candidates for 
specimen culture, and put on their best 
show when grown as multi-growth 
plants, and doing so will reward the 
grower with many more flowers. Be 
very careful when handling these plants, 
as those spines on top of the bulbs are 
seriously strong and sharp, and can 
easily puncture the skin... 1am speaking 
from experience here! You generally 
will only ever do that once though.

The mix I am currently using for these 
Lycastes is: 

e 50% medium grade treated pine bark 

e 25% small grade treated pine bark 

e 20% OrchidMate® Coconut chips 

(8-12mm grade) 

¢ 5% coarse grade Perlite 

Use the mix moist, and always water 
the plants thoroughly after potting. 
When dividing, try to keep at least three 
or four bulbs together. Interestingly 
(unlike cymbidiums), single backbulbs 
rarely strike, so always take these off in 
pairs — cut all the roots off — and pot 
them in sphagnum moss for best results. 

This group of Lycastes are ideal 
“beginner” plants, and are much easier 
to grow over a wide temperature range 
than L. skinneri and its hybrids. It’s funny 
that these “novelty” hybrids seem to be 
coming somewhat fashionable again, no 
doubt on account of the number of 
blooms produced and the fragrance. 

There are four main books that have 
been published on Lycastes. The first 
was The Genus Lycaste by Jack Fowlie in 
1970, which covered the known species 
and their varieties, coupled with line 
illustrations, watercolours and colour 
photographs. Henry Oakeley published. 
a small 36 page Lycaste Species — The 
Essential Guide in 1993. Not long after

that, came Australian Fred Alcorn’s 
Lycaste Orchids — Cultivation and 
Hybridisation, sadly Fred did not live to 
see his book in print. Now we have 
Lycaste, Ida and Anguloa — The Essential 
Guide published in 2008, again by Henry 
Oakeley — and this is a seriously good 
(and expensive!) book with 446 pages of 
information, maps, illustrations and 
colour photographs covering just about 
everything you would wish to know 
about these plants of Central and South 
America. The photography is generally 
outstanding, however I am yet to be

convinced on a number of his taxonomic 
determinations, especially at varietal 
rank and what appears an unnaturally 
high list of putative natural hybrids. In 
any case, a great book that is required 
reading for those enthusiasts interested 
in these orchids. 

So where do you get these orchids? A 
few of the nurseries that advertise in the 
AOR would be able to help you with 
acquiring some of the species, but the 
hybrids are harder to track down. 
Hans Schaible of Dark Star Orchids 
(www.darkstarorchids.com.au) has a

THE CLASSIC CATTLEYAS

Name that Cymbidium Hybrid! 


by Graham Morris 


Hi are the details as promised of the parent details of the 
plants shown on Page 61 of the December 2009/January 
2010 issue of the AOR. 

A & B - Cym. Valley Splash ‘Awesome’ x Cym. Red 
Valley ‘Brilliant’ 

We also used Red Valley ‘No.4’ with Valley Splash and did 
reverse crossings also. It is a repeat crossing of Kimberley Lady, 
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named by Kimberley Orchids in 2000. Our matings produced 
lots of really nice strong pinks, with a few soft pinks. Most 
were very shapely, highly productive, with big, upright flower 
spikes. Many had unusual spotting on the petals, making 
them quite unusual & very popular. None of the parents used 
show spotting, but I believe that Red Valley is likely to be most 
responsible. We were happy with the result of the crossing. 
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C,D,E&E - Cym. Red Beauty ‘Netty’ 
4N x Cym. Valley Vampire ‘Blood’ 

These surprised us greatly. We 
expected big, intense red & dark pinks, 
and got just a small percentage of large, 
medium pinks. Most were not as big as 
we expected. Initially we wondered if 
there could have been a mistake in the 
laboratory, but we had enough similar to 
what we expected, to dismiss that 
possibility (look at photo FE it is similar 
to Valley Vampire, but poor colour). We 
believe that they are taking their 
properties from the grandparents. Cym. 
Valley Vampire is an even, intense red, 
highly productive with big upright 
flower spikes. It comes from the mating 
in 1987 from Cym. Panama Red ‘Smack’ 
x Cym. Dream Valley ‘Heather’. Cym. 
Dream Valley ‘Heather’ is a soft pink, but 
with lots of good characteristics, 
including very free flowering & fabulous, 
upright spiking. I have never seen any 
Cym. Panama Red clones, but know they 
were bright, even reds. It is my belief 
that the Dream Valley parent is quite 
dominant when breeding through Valley 
Vampire. Other mating using Valley 
Vampire have yielded very few intense 
reds. The other parent, Red Beauty, also 
has pale coloured ancestors (namely

Most of the plants which 
flowered were similar to photos C & E, 
They flowered quite late, as does Valley 
Vampire (but not Dream Valley). We 
regarded the crossing as very successful 
and a number are being trialled for 
possible mass production. Have also 
included a photo of Cym. Valley Vampire 
‘Blood’. ~ 
It also highlights the fact that it is 
always advised to flower as many 
seedlings from the same cross that your 
space allows.
